ORIGIN OF MAINE SARDINE CANNING INDUSTRY

""Sardines were first packed at Nantes, France, in 1834, and by 1860
a fairly good market had been created for French sardines in this coun-
try. Efforts were made to establish an American industry in 1871, uti-
lizing young menhaden as rawmaterial. In1877 Julius Wolff began can-
ning small herring at Eastport, Me., and is credited with starting the
first really successful American sardine cannery. In a few years a
large number of sardine canners were operating in northern Maine and
